Supporters of the plan to make 
Salem Township a fourth class city 
this week promised a public meet- 
ing before April 16 to- present the 
facts even if the committee com- 
mission to look into such a meeting 
decides against it. 

The committee named last month 
to look into the facts for public 
presentation is composed of Gilbert 
Elsfelder and Richard Nuyttens, 
president and secretary respectively, 
of the Salem Township Subdivisions 

ELSFELDER SAID this week that 
the committee has been working on 
the issue for several weeks and will 
have a statement by next Monday 
following the Subdivisions Assn. di- 
rector's meeting Sunday. He said. 
that the statement would include 
information regarding the proposed 
public meeting and a decision ren- 
dered by the attorney general on 
the city plan. 

Township Chairman Earl Elfers 
who has been for the plan but now 
admits he is against the proposal, 
has been meeting with the commit- 
tee. 

MEANWHILE A group of sup- 
porters of the city idea promised 
that they definitely will have offi- 
cials and attorneys of other areas 
which have incorporated into a city 
at the public meeting. The open 
fact presentation presumably will 
be held in Salem's spacious gymna- 
sium on April 8, 15 or 16. 

Identified with the supporters are 
Ray Forster, ' Trevor, and John 
Schnurr, Wilmot. Schnurr goes out 
of office next week as a township 
supervisor. 

Forster says that incorporation is 
very necessary for the area and the 
advantages will far outweigh any 
disadvantages. Politically and fi- 
nancially the plan will benefit the 
people, he says. 

"If we don't incorporate as a 
city now, I know that Paddock^Lake 
arid Trevor-Rock Lake will organ- 
ize as villages," Forster added. 



BOTH SCHNURR and Forster 
agree that the' township has enough 
people per square mile to -make the 
city plan feasible. 

Schnurr noted that much misin- 
formation has been passed out and 
that there are many advantages to 
the plan which seemingly have been 
covered up or not discussed. He 
favored a general fact meeting and 
a referendum of the voters to find 
the people's real feelings. 

Most of the talk against the pro- 
posal has been directed at increased 
costs for the additional services the 
people would require and problems 
of the unique population centers of 
the area, the supporters . say. 

"IT WILL ONLY cost what the 
public demands," Forster said. If 
they want more services, they will 
have to pay for them. But no more 
costs will be incurred than the peo- 
ple are now paying. Besides,. a city 
automatically will get more money 
from state and county taxes, he ad- 
vised. 

Both supporters and those against 
the plan have promised to prepare 
guest editorials outlining advan- 
tages and disadvantages which will 
be published in The Antioch News.

Mrs, Church reported that her 
greatest concern at the present time - 
is what is happening inside bur 
country; vthat -what we should be 
working about is strength. ■■'■'. 

"WE SHOULD BE afraid of a 
country so in need of defense as to 
-be Militaristic, but we have got to 
keep our guard up. I would rather 
we have too much strength than 
too little/' she said, 

She said she was thankful that . 
"we can count our president an ex- 
pert on how much military strength 
we need and yet one who has a pas- 
sion for peace and thinks of the fu- 
ture of our country." 

ONE GREAT DANGER to this 
strength is the spending going on in 
Congress, she added. 

"A country can fall within itself 
from spending too much!" she noted. 
In 1930, the entire spending amount- 
ed to $7 billion, This year the 
amount is at $283 billion and may 
go to $288 billion. Up to Feb. 15 
the Democrats had introduced bills 
in Congress for spending $117 billion 
over the proposed budget. 

Mrs. Church reminded the women 
that there is no such thing as pub- 
lic money; it must all come from 
home. 

On the subject of the addition of 
Alaska and Hawaii to the country, 
Mrs. Church says she is happy to 
know the country still has enough 
vitality to grow without fear.

Lakes, ft/ver Flood Waters 
Rise to 10 Year High Point 



Flood waters rose to their highest 
point in nearly 10 years last week- 
end, flooding several summer resi- 
dences and some year round homes 
around the Antioch area lakes. 

However, John Barnings, lock 
master at the McHenry dam on the 
Fox River, says the water apparent- 
ly has reached its peak and should 
begin to subside this weekend. He 
based his opinion on a tour of the 
Fox River from Wilmot to McHenry 
over the weekend. 

"THE LOCKS HAVE been opened 
for a month and we can't do any- 
thing here," Barnings told the Anti- 
och News Tuesday. 

It has been a severe winter with 
deep snow and thick Ice, he said. 



On top of that was the heavy rain 
and rapidly rising temperatures of 
last week. More than IVt inches of 
rain fell at McHenry in one day, he 
added. 

At least a dozen homes next to 
Rt. 173 at Channel Lake were in- 
undated over the weekend as water 
rose 2Vi feet in about three days. 
Water stood at nine inches in the 
basement of ojie home at Lake 
Mario, it was reported. 

L. E. MURRIE, Antioch Township 
supervisor, said he had received 
numerous calls from people wanting 
to know what the township was 
going to do about the high water. 
But the township cannot do a thing, 
he has had to say because the water- 
ways do got fall under township 



jurisdiction. 

"My own front yard has been 
under water for a week," Murrie 
said. He lives at Lake Marie. 

Water is the highest at Channel 
Lake since about 1952, says Barney, 
Shunnneson, owner of the Channel' 
Lake Boat House. His business is 
next to the flooded summer homes. 

AT PETITE LAKE, water is about 
3te feet above normal says Ed 
Clemens, owner of a resort there 
for many years. As an experienced 
observer, he feels that more water 
is due to come with the melting ice 
now on the lakes and additional 
water coming down the river.' 

"We're at the mercy of the weath- 
er," Clemens said. Another heavy 



rain could cause the , lakes to rise 
another few feet, he added. 

Clemens added that the flood 
waters are not spoiling fishing and 
should riot do so even though nat- 
ural "bait" will be washed down 
from the shore. Ice still is about 
six inches thick on Petite Lake in 
the center, he said. 

Several persons in the Petite Lake 
area have been inconvenienced but 
none of them have been forced out 
of their homes, it is reported. Some 
cesspools and septic systems have 
backed up and there is report of one 
new home sinking about six inches 
on the lake front.

Taxpayers Get Good Value From 
Service Of Local H School Teachers 

It is not the policy of this newspaper to make an answer to 
reader's letters because at times it may appear that the newspaper 
is attempting to belittle the reader opinions. However this week The 
Antioch News feels that a point brought up by a reader is worthy 
of additional comment. } 

In the letter published on this page, a reader apparently feels 
that Antioch High School is a teacher training school for beginning 
teachers and that it is not in the best interests of the taxpayers to 
support such practices. 

The reader draws his conclusions from a story appearing last 
week in which it was reported that a beginning high school teacher 
had resigned and that experienced teachers at times have been 
known to leave the system when they were assigned classes which 
they did not feel they wanted. 

The reader brings up a good point in that teachers must stay 
in a system for Jong periods ofjime in order tojdo the most good 
and this system shduld not frideecf be a training school. 

However Anfidch has a good record in this respect and its ad- 
ministration is working to attract and keep the best teachers. The 
record bears this out. 

In 1956-57, with 26 teachers, three did not return for the 
year but this is the disposition of those three: one retired at the 
mandatory age; one resigned because of marriage and one was an 
outright resignation in order to seek a better position. 

The 1957-58 year was somewhat darker in this respect but 
the record shows that of 33 teachers on the staff, 1 2 did not return: 
five found new jobs; five resigned to seek better positions and two 
quit because of marriage. 

In the 1958-59 year with* 36 teachers, three did choose not to 
return; two resigned for better positions and one moved closer to 
his home. This is especial ly good when one considers that 1 5 new 
teachers came into tne system for the year. > 

The principal of the high school feels that any turnover of 
more than 10 percent is harmful but his records of the past three 
years indicate that teachers here are satisfactory and that taxpayers 
are getting good value from the teaching staff at the high school 
level.

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Disabled Children Over 
18 Can Qualify for 
Social Security Benefits 

"The 1908 amendments to the So- 
cial Security Act make it easier for 
a disabled child over 18 to qualify 
for social security benefits on his 
parent's social security records," 
Bernard Barnett of the Waukegan, 
Illinois social security office said 
today. 

Before September 1988, a disabled 
child who was chiefly supported 
by a public agency or some person 
other than the parent could not re- 
ceive . social security benefits on 
the parent's account. Under the 
new law, the disabled child is en* 
titled to benefits if he meets the 
benefit requirements for a child 
under 18. These requirements are 
more liberal. r It is no longer neces- 
sary, in most cases, that the disabled 
child be receiving at least one-half 
of his support from the parent. 

OTHER REQUIREMENTS were 
not changed. Before a child can 
qualify for disabled child's bene- 
fits, a parent must be receiving 
social security retirement benefits, 
or must have been insured under 
the social security program at the 
time of death, Barnett says. 

A new application is necessary on 
behalf of those disabled children 
whose previous application was de- 
nied because the child did not meet 
the one-half support requirement.

Schools Can Get 
Asian Flu Aid Funds 

Governor Stratton last week an- 
nounced signing into law legislation 
which will enable school districts 
to collect state aid funds otherwise 
lost to localities because of the 
Asian flu epidemic in the 1957-58 
school year. 

THE LEGISLATION, passed as 
an emergency measure, sets up 
methods by which schools can 
claim the additional money. The 
bills, Senate Bill 73 and 74, cleared 
the Legislature earlier last week. 

"Adequate budgeting two years 
ago has provided us with suffi- 
cient balances in the school aid 
to make this special additional pay- 
ment possible," Governor Stratton 
said in a statement on signing the 
bills.

Chicago and Los Angeles can quit 
squabbling about which is Amer- 
ica's second largest city. The re- 
turns are in . . . and they both lost. 

A new city is on the rise. It's 
already reduced the Chicago-Los 
Angeles spat to a third place argu- 
ment and it seems only a matter of 
time until New York gets its biggest 
shock since the Giants and Dodgers 
decided to pack up and leave town. 
The name of the city? Federalville, 
U. S. A. 

OF COURSE SUCH a commun- 
ity doesn't actually exist. But ac- 
cording to figures recently made 
public by Sen. Harry F. Byrd (D., 
Va.), if all the persons on Uncle 
Sam's payroll and their families 
were gathered together in one lo- 
cality it would have a population 
of at least 5,489,325. May be^ more. 

The Senator — never a man to be 
loose with figures — says the federal 
payroll now totals 2,361,000 men and 
women. Assuming half of these to 
be unmarried and taking the Census 
Bureau's estimate of 3.65 persons in 
the average American Household for 
the other half, puts the population 
of the mythical city well beyond 
Chicago and Los Angeles and right 
on New York's heels, says the Na- 
tional Assn. of Manufacturers. 

NOW, IF THE American people 
were told they were going to he&e 
to provide total support for the en- 
tire populace of Chicago, the hue 
and cry would be heard 'round the 
world. But we're doing that and 
more with Federalville, whose 
monthly payroll is estimated at a 
billion dollars, says the NAM. 

Even assuming every program in 
which the government is involved is 
vital and essential to our national 
well-being, Sen. Byrd assures us that 
more than 150,000 jobs could be abol- 
ished without reducing efficiency in 
the slightest. 

With Congress proceeding with al- 
most dogged determination to force 
our money on people, projects and 
governments that neither need nor 
want it, the suggestion of the gen- 
tleman from Virginia makes very 
good sense, the NAM continues. 

We might even save money on 
the budget for red ink. And Fed- 
eralville would still be in second 
place.

But all that we could get rid of— -even by hinting broadly 
at our eagerness to unload a few bucks — was $348.23. 

Some of our test shoppers bought nothing; they couldn't even 

get served. , - 

Not because of the crowds; they stood and waited while sales 
clerks chatted among themselves, filed fingernails or stared morose- 
ly into space, studiously ignoring the customers. 

As one member of our team said, "It's amazing. We draw all 
these people through our doors with advertising — and then we 
ignore the technique of making sales!" 

But more than tost sales were involved in this test. 

Several concerns participating in the experiment had a plan 
for rewarding good sales efforts. Without letting the employes 
know, management intended to give the equivalent of each in- 
creased purchase in cash to the clerk who was responsible. 

A few — very few — will collect. 

Happily, there were the rare exceptions. 

Bur more often, our test shoppers went away from a counter 
irritated and almost empty-handed. 

ONE MAN picked out a box of greeting cards. He waited 
several minutes while the clerk — also a man — displayed extreme 
disinterest a few feet away. Finally the clerk moved — and shoul- 
dered between the customer and the counter to rearrange the stack 
of boxed cards. 

The customer then waved his desired purchase in front of the 
clerk, who at last looked around and grumbled, "You want those? 

Then there was the case of the man who went to several down- 
town stores to buy ties, broadly hinting at other sales possibilities 
by saying, "I'd like a nice necktie, I have to dress up for a big 
party tonight." 

In one place he looked at the $3 ties. A salesman approached 
and our man went into his big-party-want-a-tie routine. 

So the salesman led him to a rack of cheaper, $1.50 ties — 
and let him leave without suggesting even one item more!- 

Close as they are to practical sales psychology, the test shop- 
pers — alt engaged in sales at the management level — were un- 
animous in their astonishment, if would have been disbelief if they 
hadn't seen for themselves. 

At the end of the whole, dreary affair, we gathered with our 
purchases and in the bull session that followed, someone mentioned 
that retail sales in the community were running below the same 
week of last year. 

One of the 1 group shook his head and commented wryly, "I 
wonder why . . . "

Illinois offers a sales potential for 
ceramic floor and wall tile in 1959 
of $28,364,774, according to John B.

The estimate is based on a survey 
conducted by the trade association, 
whose 27 members represent more 
than 90 per cent of the domestic out- 
put of ceramic tile. 

SPARKS SAID ceramic tile pro- 
duction in this country has increased 
450 per cent since World War II. 
He attributed the rise of expanded 
building construction and the fact 
that ceramic tile is finding ever-in- 
creasing uses in homes and build- 
ings. 

Despite the growing demand, the 
industry is in an excellent position 
to fill orders promptly because of 
increased plant capacity, Sparks 
said. Present output is about 200 
million square feet but the nation's 
producers can double this figure 
with existing facilities, he declared.
